A study of the tinished work of 
the State Board of Equalization 
is indeed vory interesting. Ev- 
erybody l(nows all kiuds of prop- 
erty has depreciated greatly in 
value since last year, and in re- 
ality it is several million dollars 
less than itwnsthen. The Board 
takes a ditrerent view and has 
raised the valuation $88,(518.000 
over last yeur's nsseBSinent, when 
in fact it should, if ever, have 
been lowered. Thp only proper- 
ty lowered, however, waslhecap- 
ital stock and surplus of th« 
banks which was dccreaseil from 
lUU cents tothedoUar to 80 cents. 

LMt year tlie Board of equali- 
zation was Democratic anil the 
raise over the assessment was on- 
ly |8,687.4S0 or only one-tenth of 
what it is this year by a Republi- 
can board ; and too during the 
heaviest panic in years. Had the 
hank stock not 1)0(Mi lowtTcd the 
raise this year would have been 
folly 160,000,000.

All garden and truolt p^tchee are 
very liitt'. More pDiiitucB hihI to- 
matoes will be grown in Kentiu-y 
than ever before. New canneries 
are IhIii^' i Ktiibiished in many parte 
uf the 8taie. 

Scarcely any tobacco will be rais- 
ed in the Burley District iu'caaseof 
the "no crop" sentiment which 
prevails among independent at well 
as Equity growers. 

In tbe Dark District an average 
crop will be grown and tbe Grow- 
ers Association is securing a large 
percent, of the pn)»i>eetive acreoge. 

Tbe demand lor poultry and dai- 
ry prodocta ateadily Increaeea. 

Rye, Imrley and wheat Io"k liin' 
and are very green. The snow fell 
on the 89th will not materially in- 

jiirt' tlie ;:r()\vtli. N" appearance 
of green bug and Ue^tiian lly on 
wheat. 

Alfalfa cliow.s a splendid f;rowtli 
and the rain has aesittted the toot.u 
in getting a very deep setting.

Idle money is the 
iiioBt iiseles.'i commodity in the 
w orld. What money u man does 
not need to pay his bills he 
>li<iiil<i il('|>o.it ill a l)ank, where 
it will be put to work.' In a 
bank's vault, money is a bati.'> 
for cretlit, and credit is neocessa- 
ry for profitable busineto.. The 
worst pla<e for a roan to Iteep his 
money ia iu hie pocket. It burns 



lioli'S there. *It is a <'(iiistrtiit 
temptation to excessive e.xpendi- 
iure. Tbe money which a man 
does not need for his ticcfisnry 
purchases of food and clothing 
and shelter should be put to 
work. Do not hoard it. Its pos- 
session is th^ Sitt?? ceaseless 
worry. The bSlHnng oT money 
is tlic surest way to check pros- 
perity and to throw out of work 
the very people who do the 
hoarding.
